HAVEN7PAIDTAXES

In the report of tha County Clerk, 
J. J. Owens, to the Agrionltural De- 
partment relative to the oolleotlon of 
the dog tax, this report shows' quite a 
fnlllng off In laaes this year from ilie 

two years priceeilliig, and In HUlil re- 
port it was reconiincnded by the Clerk 
thai till' Stall' hejiartnieni laki' ii up 
with the iliree papers here unci ume 
iho (ju ri(.rs of dogs to oomo in and pay 
their license. 

In reply to that eommunleotion ihe 
State Department sent one of their 
ileld men hare to look into the mui- 
tar and aee why the owners of dogs 
had not paid their license, and for the 
above reason forced the Sheriff to Is- 
sue the following notice to all owners 
of dogs that have not paid thoir li- 
cense fee on their dons, which will 
not only lie published in the eininty 
press but will also be posted in public 
places in the county: 

NOTICE TO OWNKIIS OK lMi(;s. 

A representative of the stale I)e- 
parlinont has been to see me in regard 
to the enforcement of the Dog Tax 
Uiw in this county. 

You are hereby commanded to have 
your dog licensed Immediately, as the 
time Is now past due and Ihe Inw com- 
pels me to see that this is done witli 
the penalty of forefllure of luy olHee, 
so I will be compelled to have a man 
in every precinct to see after tim II- 
censlni; of doKS and all lliose that 
have not h.id their dORs licensed will 
be reported and will be prosecuted 
aerordInK to law, which penalty Is 
$100 fine and three months Imprison' 
ment, one or both to all owners of 
dogs having no Ucense. 

You can apply to the County Court 
Clerk In person or send by mall the 
breed ( sex, age and color of your dog, 
with the accompanylnR fee of $1 for 
the first male don and $2 for each ad- 
ilitional male dop, and a fee of I'or 
the first female doc aiui $1 for each 
additional fi'niale doi;, and there is 
no limit to the age o fthe don. as the 
rullnt; of the Attorney General is that 
a dog is a dog as soon as it Is whelped. 

It win be the duty of the grand Jury 
to Investigate all violators of the dog 
law, so have your dog licensed Imme- 
diately and avoid trouble,

UNITED STATES IS 

CIVILIZATION'SSAFE- 
GUA§;HARDING 

Warning That America Will Safe, 
guard Civilization Made In 
Prcshient's Inangnmi 
Address. 

Washington, March 4. — A solemn 
warning that America stands ready to 
resist any attempted reversion of civ- 
ilisation was sounded by President 
Warren O. Harding in his Inaugural 
address today. 

.\merlra seeks no part in dirertinj; 
tlie destinies of the old world, he said, 
but she is ready to enter an associa- 
tion of nation for conference and 
(ounsel which will not Impair the 
sovereignty of the United States. 

He declared flatly against perma- 
nent military alliances. 

't)ur eyes never will he lilimi to a 
developing menace, our e::r'; nmur 
(leaf 1(1 the call of clvili/.ation." he 
said. 

"There was no American failure to 
resist the attempted reversion of civ- 
ilisation; there will be no failure to- 
day or tomorrow." Harding added. 

"Wo shall i;ivo no peopl.j just (ause 
to mako war iip(m us." iu' said ai ;in- 
ollier iHiinl "\Vi' hcdil im naiiuiial 
lirejudici-'s, we euterlaiu no spirit of 
reveuf;e, we do not bate, we do nol ■ 
( (jvet, we dream of no coiKiuest, nor ' 
boast Of armed prowess. 

"If. despite this attitude, war is 
forced upon us, I earnestly hope a 
way may be found which will unify i 
iiur individual and collective strength, j 
and consecrate all America, material- ■ 
ly and spiritually, body and soul, to 
luitioual (lel'euse. 

"I can \ision llie idc.il republic, 
where every man ami wcuiiau is called 
under the lias for assii^nim iit of duty 
for whatever service, military or civic, 
the individual is best nttedi where we 
may call to universal service every 
plant, agency or facility, all in the 
sublime sacrifice for country, and not 
one penny of war profit shall Inure to 
the benefit of private Individual, cor- 
poration or coinhinalion, but all above 
the normal shall How into the defense 
chest of the nation " 

The IvoaRue of Nations was not men- 
tioned, but schemes of "supcr-ROvern- 
monl" were denounced unsparingly.

ANSWERS^ LAST CALL 

( nnfederate Veteran, t'roniinent .Ma. 
Niinlan, Died After u W eek's 111. 
ness of Pneumanln. 

Mr. Thom.'iR .Morton l..aBhbrooke, 
died at his home In the county, Thurs- 
day afternoon following an Illness of 
about a week of pneumonia. He was 
In his seventy.clghth year, being born 
on May !!. IS.n. 

Mr. l,ashtirooke was a very priun- 
inent farmer and a most likeable «en- 
llomaii. lie was a membi • of the 
Unvisliur;; Ilapti.si cliurcli and had 
lioen prosperous. During the Civil War 
Mr. Lashbrookc wore the grey and 
was a member of Morgan's famous 
command. His funeral will be in 
charge of his nine surviving comrades 
in this county and burial will be made

fore exempt from taxation under ami 
by virtue of section 170 of the Consii- 
tulion of Kentucky. This has been ex- 
pressodly so adjudsod by this court 
and by the Court of App(^als of Kcn-

opinion of this court remi.ued In thr 
suit by plaintiff ncaiiist County Tax- 
luK OHicer .-iiul of the opinion of the 
Court cf Aiipc.iia in 16" Kentucky, 
pane 17. It seriously Interferes With 
tho operation of plaintiff's hospital 
and unless defendants are enjoined 
from BO advertising or selling said 
property for taxation, they will pro- 
ceed SO to do, to the great and irre- 
patrablo damage to plaintiff. 

"Wherefore, the premises conshl- 
ered, plaintiff prays that plaintiff's

He \va.s the peer in breadth of tlioiit;lit, in eleariiess of vision, in 
boldness of imagination, inflexibility of purpose and seope of Ids 
plans of bis Kreat contemporaries, Uarricau amid Hill. They were 
nil men wbo compare favorably with any of the pioneers and empire- 
builders of modem times, and were as adventurous and commanding 
as Cortez and Pi/zaro. 

They had proplietie instincts. They visualized the tjrowtli of 
eommonwealths and the rise of cities and the marvelous expunusioii 
rt trade and commerce. They spread their nuetwork of rails aci-oss 
waste plaees, into sparsely populated reKions. through forests un- 
broken and mountains s;rim and forbidding, to tap the potential 
riches of an undeveloped country. 

No great leader of the South has done more to stimulate its rapid 
progress from a state of stapnation and depression wliieh .sueeeeded 
the Civil War, than the man who, through a long life, guided the 
steady unfolding of the L. & X. system, which liocnme. under his 
maiiai,'eiiirnt, the main artery in llir coininereial developineiit of the 
vast region which is today richer than the entire I'nioii was in IStil. 

Mr. Smith, as a business man, was of n tough and tcnaeios fibre. 
Ho was hard, aggressive, annd even violent in [ni.shins,' forward the 
schemes which were born and incubated in his fertile brain. I'erhaps 
snch characteristics were essential to success in the period In which 
his pioneering work was done. He was compelled to cope with many 
strong and unscrupulous men and forces, and any yielding on bis part 
might have negatlvated all his efforts. But he liad. when the office 
door elo.sed behind liiin, u soft and w inniiiu' side which his family and 
friends loved, and wliich bound iheiii to bim with hooks of steel. 

His plans were large, his motives right, his success phenomenal, 
and he has left as lii.s monument a ^'i-cal tra!isport;ili(in system wbicli 
is as neee.ssary to the life of thr Sontii I'oniuicreially as the clnii-eh is 
religioiLsly- 

The people of Kentuckky, in particular, owe a debt of gratitude 
to his memory. He .seemed to take a [lecnliar interest and pride in 
pushing the rails back into the nnib vi loped regions of the stale, tap- 
ping its vast mineral deposits, and bringing new life, prosperity and 
opportuninty to the people of the mountains, so long cut off from the 
current of modern pro>;ress, without educationnal advaiitaires or the 
conveniences and comforts which only railway <'Xtensiun could en- 
dow them with. 

His name will .always Ijc associtcd with tin- era of ixpansion 
which is now in full tide in Eastern Ivcutueky, and which is changing 
so rapidly the characted of that vast region whence the highest type 
of Americanism is to emerge.
